NATO DEFENSE 


New Plan Envisions 
Fighting of Only 
That Duration if War 
Should Start. 


LONDON, March 29 (UPI)— 
Authoritative sources said today 
that Britain had proposed a new 


| defense plan to the North At-

British Defense Minister Har- 
old Watkinson, the sources said, 
would outline the proposal and it 
would be discussed by NATO 
defense ministers at a special 
conference opening in Paris 
Thursday.

The British proposal,

Americans Not as: Mo- 
ronic as Networks Be- 
lieve, Chicagoan Says 
— Children’s Pro- 
grams Assailed. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
~The American people are not 
as moronic as the television net- 
works seem to think, the editor 
of the National Parent-Teacher 
magazine said today. 

Mrs. Eva H. Grant of Chicago 
said, ‘‘We dare the networks to 
have a national survey con- 
ducted by a reliable research 
agency on what people want to 
see.” 

If it were carried out proper- 
ly, she predicted, “The results 
would surprise the networks and 
confuse the rating bureaus,” and 
would show “that the American 
people’s TV-IQ will be higher 
than the moronic one usually at- 
tributed to them.” 

In an address prepared for the 
White House Conference on 
Children and Youth, Mrs. Grant 
saic, ‘Children’s programs, with 
few exceptions, are at worst 
stupid and offensive; at best 
inane and artless. .. . What we 
need are more (good) programs 
and none of those spawned by 
people whose polluted hallucina- 
tions make one think they must 
consciously or unconsciously 
hate children.” 

Suggests Own Show. 

American children, she said, 
should be provided programs 
that “‘tug at the heart and stir 
and stretch the mind. When I 
think that there are about 40,- 
000,000 boys and girls in school 
today, it mystifies me that some 
network doesn’t go all out to 
reach this audience with a show 
all their own. 

“For young adults and grown- 
up adults we want fewer frothy 
soap operas, silly quizzes and 
stunts, shoddy crime thrillers, 
Westerns that traffic in terror, 
and stereotyped variety shows.” 

An educator lamented yester- 
day that the 7000 delegates at 
the conference are discussing 
everything but how to get the 
money needed for education. 

Dr. William Jansen, former 
New York City superintendent 
of schools, noted that not one of 
the conference’s 18 major forums 
‘addresses itself to the problem 


of getting the money that we 


need to do the things that we 
shall be talking about.”

Dr. Jansen noted that, with 
the expanding number of chil- 
dren, the cost of education must 
go up. Yet, he observed, many 
communities are now on “‘aus- 
terity budgets.”

Census Takers Go in Training, 


Warned, ‘Don’ 


t Miss Anybody’ 


Taking the 1960 census re- 
quires more than the ability to 
count to 180,000,000, St. Louis 
area census takers learned today 
in training sessions. 

For those inclined to figure the 
job as a breeze, Census Bureau 
officials had this sobering 
thought: If every enumerator in 
the United States misses two 
persons in his district, the total 
count will be short by approx- 
imately the population of Neva- 
da. The population of Nevada 
was 160,083 in 1950, if the cen- 
sus takers didn’t miss too many 
people in that go-around. 

That was one of the warnings 
given some 1400 enumerators in 
the city and county yesterday at 
the beginning of a nine-hour 
training course designed to equip 
them to wade right into their 
duties on Friday. 

Training tools, handed out at 
instruction sessions which will 
continue tomorrow, included a 
manual thoughtfully provided by 
the Government and intended to 
solve any problem a_ census- 
taker might face. 

Examples of the puzzlers in- 
cluded: 

Question—You call at a house 
on April 4 and are told one 
member of the family is a baby 
born the previous day. Do you 
count the child? Answer—No. 


The census includes all persons 
living as of April 1 only. 

Question—At the same house, 
you are told that one resident 
died the previous day. Do you 
count him? Answer—Yes. He 
was alive on April 1. 

Question—If a man’s job keeps 
him away from the city where 
he: lives except on weekends, do 
you include him in the count 
taken at the home? Answer—No., 
Count the wife as head of the 
household and ignore the hus- 
band. He will be counted at the 
place where he spends more than 
half of his time. If he travels, he 
will be counted at a hotel, mo- 
tel or wherever he is staying 
when an enumerator catches up 
with him. 

Census-takers also were in- 
structed not to be misled by out- 
ward appearances in their search 
for noses to count. Check for 
persons living in sheds behind 
houses, alleys, and old railroad 
cars, among other places, they 
were told. 

Instructions also included a re- 
minder to wear the distinctive 
red, white and blue lapel tag 
for easy identification. 

If three words convey the ex- 
tent of their responsibility, the 
enumerators were advi@d, then 
the rallying cry is “Don’t miss 
anything.”

Cuba No Longer Under Rio 


Pact, Castro Asserts. 

HAVANA, March 29 (AP)— 
Fidel Castro served notice last 
night his government does not 
feel bound by the 13-year-old 
Rio pact calling for concerted 
action by the American repub- 
lics against Communism. 

In a television broadcast, Cas- 
tro implied remarks by Secre- 
tary of State Christian Herter in 
a television interview March 20 
were a threat to label the Cuban 
government Communist and thus 
bring into effect the terms of 
the Rio pact. 

*‘We do not feel ourselves obli- 
gated to the Rio treaty,’”’ Castro 
asserted, “‘because the revolu- 
tionary government did not sign 
it.’ 


Castro thus repudiated previ- 
ous statements he made here 
and in the United States last 
year that his government would 
abide by all international trea- 
ties entered into by previous 
Cuban governments.

At the time of his disappear- 
ance, Adler’s wife, Mary, was 
quoted as saying she believed 
her husband was a victim of a 
gang. However, she told Capt. 
Lyons last night she thought rob- 
bery was the motive because Ad- 
ler always carried large amounts 
of money and wore a diamond 
ring. 

Capt. Lyons said, “It does not 
seem to me that anyone who 
would rob a person would go to 
this extreme. If anyone wants 
to get rid of someone for a long 
4 time he drops them in a sewer.”

Why compare St. Louis to New 
York, Los Angeles or San Francis- 
co? These cities, along with Chi- 
cago and others, have for many 
years opened their doors of employ- 
ment to capable, experienced, re- 
sponsible white - collar workers, 
regardless of age, race or color. 


Not St. Louis, though. The ma- 
jority of our business establish- 
ments are biased in their employ- 
ment practices. Were it not for a 
few firms (now practicing fair em- 
ployment policies) and most gov- 
ernment agencies, a large number 
of our white-collar workers, ham- 
pered by race, age or color (re- 
gardiess of their qualifications) 
would, even now, be standing in 
bread lines. 


Many of these prospective em- 
ployers prefer young, inexperienced 
girls, with little sense of responsi- 
bility, to capable women 35 years 
of age or older—well seasoned in 
office experience and responsibility. 
These same employers also have an 
alternative of hiring capable and 
experienced colored women but, 
here too, they turn their heads the 
other way. As a result, these wom- 
en are forced to waste their talents 
and find employment as baby- 
sitters, domestics, etc.; no job op- 
portunities for them.

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Too Big for Politics 


The Eisenhower-Macmillan talks at Camp 
David appear to be moving toward agreement 
on a positive nuclear-testing counter-proposal, 
to be made in reply to that of the Soviets 10 
days ago. The reply certainly ought to be 
positive, and constructive. It ought to go 
half-way toward meeting the Russians, who 
have now offered to accept the Eisenhower 
plan for a test-ban treaty covering explosions 
above a certain size, provided the West will 
accept a limited moratorium on the smaller 
underground tests while joint research goes 
on for improving their detectability. 


Just what kind of constructive counter-pro-— 


posal could be made has already been sug- 
gested by Senator Hubert Humphrey, who, in- 
cidentally, deserves great credit for his con- 
tribution to the problem. Ever since last fall 
Senator Humphrey, speaking as chairman of 
a Senate disarmament subcommittee and also, 
inevitably, as a possible Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee, has been urging a treaty propos- 
al along the general lines of the one that now 
seems to be emerging. He suggested separat- 
ing the big explosions from the small under- 
ground blasts long before the President did. 
He suggested a moratorium on underground 
blasts long before the Russians did. He is 
worth listening to. 

Where the Russians have suggested a mora- 
torium of four or five years, Senator Hum- 
phrey proposes that it be limited to two years. 
If high-priority research during that time dis- 
covered how to detect small underground tests 
and distinguish them from earthquakes, then 
the permanent ban would be extended to 
cover these. If the research failed, or if the 
Russians during that time failed to co-operate 
in the setting up of an inspection system, the 
moratorium would end and small tests would 
be permitted. Or, if there were any indica- 
tion the Russians were not observing the 
moratorium, the United States would be free 
to resume its own tests. 

It is essential, as Senator Humphrey says, 
to obtain Soviet agreement to a definite and 
clear-cut inspection system covering the big 
bangs. He himself thinks the Russians must 
accept at least 20 inspections a year. But if 
they will do that, then the West on its part 
should be willing to accept any risks of an un- 
inspected moratorium on smaller tests. The 
great advantages of establishing the world’s 
first international inspection and control agen- 
cy for the big tests would outweigh the risks 
that a very small explosion might be touched 
off underground without being detected. 

If President Eisenhower is moving toward 
that conclusion, as now seems likely, it is not 
too early for him to begin thinking about how 
to keep a nuclear-testing ban out of politics. 
Although some Democrats have made sizgnifi- 
cant contributions to the Administration’s 
present course of policy—notably Adlai E. 
Stevenson and Senator Humphrey—there is 
an all too obvious danger that the Administra- 
tion may be tempted to exploit a testing ban 
for partisan purposes, or that leading Demo- 
crats may be tempted to oppose it for partisan 
reasons. 

Either one of those developments would 
be a national tragedy. To avert it, we believe 
Mr. Eisenhower should consider the possibili- 
ty of bringing the Democratic Senate leader- 
ship into the final negotiations in some way. 
Even if an executive agreement rather than a 
formal treaty were involved, it would be use- 
ful in this case to share leadership with the 
Senate majority, just as the Truman Adminis- 
tration brought Senator Vandenberg and 
other Republicans into foreign policy de- 
cisions just after the war. 

It will take extraordinary statesmanship on 
both sides to lift any nuclear testing treaty 
above politics. But the effort needs to be 
made. 


To Build Three Schools 


The only issue that will be before all the 
voters in St. Louis county April 5 is the 5%- 
cent tax increase being sought for three years 
by the Special School District for the Handi- 
capped. It requires a two-thirds favorable ma- 
jority, and in our judgment it deserves 
approval. | 

A levy of the size requested would produce 
more than $700,000 a year. The money would 
be used to construct three new specialized 
school buildings in the northern, central and 
southern sections of the county. The district 
now has no school buildings of its own. It em- 
ploys makeshift facilities made available in 
Clayton and Webster Groves, and some handi- 
capped children from the extreme northern 
and southern tips of the county now spend 
as much as 4% hours a day riding busses to 
and from school. 

Ordinarily, school buildings are paid for 
from the proceeds of bond issues. But it is 
far cheaper to pay cash, which is essentially 
what is proposed in this case, than to repay 
a school loan with interest over a 20-year 
period. Putting up the three schools also 
will permit savings in the cost of transporta- 
tion. Most importantly, it will provide the 
specialized buildings that are so desirable in a 
program of this kind. 

One way or another the Special District 
will have to meet the need to put up its own 
school houses. The method proposed will do 
the job at the least cost to the taxpayer, and 
it ought to be approved. 


For Lack of a Vote 


Defeat of the bill to strengthen the city’s 
fair employment practices ordinance is a dis- 
appointing setback in the fight against racial 
discrimination. Fortunately, it is not neces- 
sarily permanent. The measure fell only one 
vote short of the 15 necessary for passage. 
The four Aldermen either absent or not voting 
ought to be afforded another opportunity to 
stand up and be counted in the aldermanic 
session beginning April 19. 

One of those who ducked the vote was 
Alderman Alfred I. Harris, Twenty-second 
Ward Democrat. Proponents in fact blamed 
him for the defeat of the measure. Mr. Har- 
ris’s service as an alderman has been charac- 
terized by an eagerness to do favors for his 
committeeman, Matt O’Neill. Mr. O’Neill is 
a business agent of the Bricklayers union, one 
of those within the Building & Construction 
Trades Council. There are few Negro work- 
men in the skilled trades, and Alderman 
Roddy, who voted against the bill, says it is 
because many unions will not aecept Negroes 
as members. Does Mr. O'Neill favor discrim- 
ination? 


The measure was relatively mild.. It would 


have placed the Fair Employment Practices 
Commission within the Council on Human 
Relations, and given the Commission au- 
thority to receive complaints of discrimina- 
tion, to investigate them and to subpena books

and records of employers. An employer con- 
victed of discrimination in hiring would have 
lost the opportunity for two years to handle 
city business, which is only fair. Why should 
public funds and public contracts be the occa- 
sions of a practice that adversely affects the 
public interest? 

Proponents have reason, equity, common 
sense and the public interest on their side— 
in fact, they have just about everything ex- 
cept that one vote. Surely it will not elude 
them in the coming session. 


Between Two Decisions 


The University of Illinois has displayed 
sound judgment in reinstating Edward Yellin 
in its graduate college despite his conviction 
for contempt of Congress. For Mr. Yellin was 
unfortunately caught between two Supreme 
Court decisions. 

In 1958, prior to winning a mechanical en- 
gineering fellowship grant at the University 
of Illinois, Mr. Yellin was questioned by the 
House Un-American Activities Committee at 
Gary, Ind. The witness had been a member 
of the United Steelworkers union some years 
before; and the committee asked questions 
about Communism in‘the union. Mr. Yellin 
refused to answer on the ground that the com- 
mittee was infringing upon his freedom of 
speech and thought without legislative pur 
pose. Later, he signed a University of Illinois 
affidavit that he was not a Communist. 

Mr. Yellin was cited for contempt of Con- 
gress in the summer of 1958. He was not in- 
dicted, however, until the late summer of 
1959. A few weeks ago he was convicted in 
federal district court at Hammond, Ind. His 
case will be appealed. 

Those are the barest facts of the case, but 
it is the timing that is important. Why was 
Mr. Yellin cited for contempt but not indicted 
for another year? 

The answer is that the witness based his 
refusal to answer committee questions on the 
1957 Watkins case. There the Supreme Court 
held that the Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee had asked questions not pertinent to a 
clear legislative intent of Congress. “There 
is no congressional power to expose for the 
sake of exposure,” the court said. 

The Government showed no disposition to 
prosecute Yellin until after the Supreme 
Court’s 1959 Barenblatt decision, which re- 
treated from the Watkins opinion. This time 
the court ruled by 5 to 4 that the committee’s 
authority was “unassailable.” 

Thus Mr. Yellin is the victim of legal un- 
certainties left by two decisions, one of which 
encouraged him to take a position which the 
second held to be incorrect. 

At first, the University of Illinois suspended 
this brilliant scholar and father of three chil- 
dren, but he was reinstated 12 days later. 
State Senator James O. Monroe of Collinsville 
issued a vigorous statement in behalf of 
academic freedom, and a university subcom- 
mittee found that Mr. Yellin was ready to 
answer all of its questions including those he 
had refused to answer for the House com- 
mittee. 

Under the rules of the McCarthy period 
Mr. Yellin might have been dismissed out- 
right. Instead, the University of Illinois de- 
serves great credit for avoiding inflexible 
judgment of a scholar who claimed freedom 
of conscience, 


Mr. Rogers for Vice President? 

If the impression is growing among Republi- 
cans that Vice President Nixon may choose 
Attorney General Rogers as his running mate, 
as the Associated Press reports, Mr. Nixon has 
more confidence in his election than seems 
warranted. Mr. Rogers is regarded as Mr. 
Nixon’s closest friend, but he has had no 
experience in running for public office and 
he has no independent political following. 

Whether Mr. Rogers would make an able 
Vice President or not, Mr. Nixon needs all 
the political strength he can muster, and we 
feel quite confident he will choose the man 
who can help him most. That is not likely 
to be Mr. Rogers. Former Gov. Dewey is cor- 
rect in saying a ticket composed of Mr. Nixon 
and Gov. Rockefeller would be “tremendous” 
but the New York Governor has shown no in- 
terest in that. He is only 51 years old and 
still may run for President, if not this year 
then later. The chances are the vice presi- 
dential place on the Republican ticket will be 
open until convention time. 


Of Visitors, Birds and a Kite 

Blue Monday was not blue at all this week. 
A green wind blew the spring sunshine 
through the open windows, and one visitor 
after another came through the office door. 
None of them, it turned out, was interested in 
business. All of them, we sharply surmise, 
were playing hookey from their own desks. 
And why not on a day brighter than a 
daffodil? 

Thirty or forty years ago, they would not 
have bothered about easing the conscience 
with the alibi of a business call, renewing a 
contact or some such folderol. They simply 
would have forgotten the way to Miss McBar- 
ron’s classroom while they headed for the 
park with a kite, or maybe with a bat and 
ball. Without a second thought, they would 
have taken their chances on the consequences. 
The sense of values is uncontaminated in 
the young. 

And the first two days of this week had to 
be rated high on the St. Louis scale of values. 
Here spring usually is a gradual thing, emerg- 
ing early but imperceptibly from winter. But 
this year it came as it does in New England, 
overnight. One day there still was deep snow 
and ice in the shaded places, and the next 
day the temperature was close to 80. One day 
the birds pecked anxiously at the bread 
crumbs thrown td them, and the next day 
they whistled in the face of the world, 
all as cocky as sparrows. The weather man 
says temperatures will turn downward again 
by the week’s end but, meanwhile, why 
doesn’t he go and fly a kite? 


A Long-Existent Danger 


The need for the drive going on against 
fire hazards in rooming houses is well proved 
by the results in the first two weeks. Major 
fire hazards have been found in more than 
half of the 275 buildings that were checked 
by city inspectors. As there are still 700 
buildings to be checked in the 42-block area 
where the peril is greatest, the danger list 
may be expected to grow. Since 60 days are 
allowed for corrections, the firetrap risk is 
just beginning to diminish. The least that 
the owners who have been cited can do is 
to make corrections quickly, A $500 fine is 
possible for each day of violation.

How to Increase Our Trade 


. Deficit in U.S. Balance of Payments Spurs Administration Export Program 


From a Report of the 
Interagency Export Promotion 
Task Force 


The revival of free world industrial 
strength, particularly in Western Eu- 
rope and Japan and the increase in 
the participation of these nations in 
the world’s commerce, together with 
necessary expenditures abroad-to meet 
the national security and foreign policy 
objectives of the United States, have 
resulted in a large deficit in the United 
States balance of payments. 

These circumstances present a new 
challenge to United States interests in 
international trade. The economies of 

the industrially ad- 
vanced countries 


The Mirror have not only re- 
covered but have 
of reached unprece- 


dented heights. In- 
creasingly, their 
products have en- 
tered the inter- 
national market in competition with 
those of the United States. Further, 
recently intensified efforts to encour- 
age greater trade liberalization by 
countries abroad have had a salutary 
effect. 

Foreign policy, fiscal policy and 
business reasons require, in our na- 
tional interest, that we place high 
priority on selling United States prod- 
ucts and services abroad. The en- 
couragement of tourist traffic to the 
United States is of similar importance. 
It is to this end that the Executive 
Branch of the Government has de- 
veloped a program for Government 
action to assist in the expansion of 
United States exports. The proposed 
program has been designed to: 

1. Maintain the United States posi- 
tion as a leader in the promotion of 
mutually beneficial international trade;

ADVENTURES OF ZENAS LEONARD, 
FUR TRADER, edited by Jokm C, 
Ewers. (University of Oklahoma Press, 
172 pgs., $4.) 


This is the third reprinting of a de- 


_servedly famous classic in the litera- 


ture of the Old West. It is an interest- 
ing adventure story as well as a sig- 
nificant description and history of the 
Rocky Mountain fur trade and western 
exploration written by a young Penn 
sylvania farm boy who spent four 
years, 1831-35, in the west as a trapper 
—not a trader, as the title states. 


Leonard’s narrative first was pub- 
lished in his home-town newspaper in 
Clearfield, Pa., in 1839, and then in 
book form in a limited edition. It was 
reprinted in 1904 and again in 1934.

Glittering 20th “20th Edition of 
Show Draws 11,442 
Persons to Arena.

It was the twentieth edition of 
the Ice Capades which swirled 
onto the ice at the Arena last 
night. Twenty is a lot of ice 
shows. You could forgive them 
if they ran out of, not ideas, be- 
cause there are only about a 
dozen basic ideas to the medium, 
but of fresh ways to rework 
those ideas. Producer John H. 
Harris, sort of a Ziegfeld of the 
ice, seems to have no trouble, 
however. The show was as zest- 
ful.and refreshing as if it were 
newly conceived. 

It had a distillation of long ex- 
perience in sure-fire entertain- 
ment, of showmanship. I think it 
was the most glittering Ice Ca- 
pades ever offered. And, if in 
acknowledgement, it drew a rec- 
ord opening night crowd for the 
show, 11,442 persons, breaking 
a local mark that has stood for 
13 years. 

The costuming was stunning 
and the skating brilliant. Mr. 
Harris and his aids threw a tre- 
mendous amount of variety into 
the show. ‘‘Moiseyev on Ice,” 
inspired by the Russian dance 
company, was the most impres- 
sive number the company has 
ever offered. It was dynamic, 
colorful and kaleidoscopic, and 
all the troupe’s stars took ad- 
vantage, in cleverly conceived 
and exuberant ice adaptations of 
Russian dances, of the great 
range of physical expression pos- 
sible on ice. 

The instrumental and vocal 
highlights of four familiar grand 
operas, “Tosca,” “Martha,” 
“Aida” and “Rigoletto,” pro- 
vided opportunities for both daz- 
zling and imaginative costuming 
and skating obbligatos to the 
music. There was, wisely, no 
attempt to act out any scene. 
It was kept purely on a basis of 
physical action and eye-filling 
spectacle, and worked out. 

On the face of it, it might 
seem fatuous for a bunch of 
girls in long black wigs and 
glittering emerald costumes to 
be gliding about to the strains of 
“Celeste Aida,” while a pair of 
skaters, Phil Romayne and 
Cathy Steele, interpreted the 
passion of Rhadames for Aida 
through a series of spirals, lifts 
and figures. But the sensuous 
effect came through. 

Ronnie Robertson’s tremen- 
dous acrobatic skating to 
“Questa O Quella,” and “La 
Donna e Mobile,” had, from any 
logical viewpoint, no connection 
with a rakish duke. Good skat- 
ing needs no excuse but it can 
use a background. And this 
seemed to fit in with an air of 
casual, synical brilliance. 

This Robertson is the most 
amazing skater I’ve ever seen. 
The slight, wiry body rockets in- 
to dazzling acrobatics, perfectly 
executed. At one time he tossed 
off five or six butterflies, where 
the body twists on a level paral- 
lel with the ice. His spins were 


spindly-legged wobbly girl baller- 
ina or the outrageous slapstick 
of the Three Bruises; the Old 
Smoothies — nostalgia on _ ice.

Of State Aid for Free Clinics 


The United Fund spends more 
than $1,000,000 a year for free 
hospital and clinic care for the 
indigent because Missouri, un- 
like many other states, does not 
subsidize such services, Ben F. 
Jackson, president of United 
Fund, said yesterday. 


Jackson spoke at the annual 
meeting of Catholic Charities of 
St. Louis at the agency’s new 
offices at 4140 Lindell boulevard. 
New officers were elected and 
certificates of appreciation were 
presented to three persons by 
Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter. 

Jackson said the need for more 
free hospital and clinic care for 
the medically indigent is grow- 
ing, but hospital deficits are 
mounting annually. 

“Unless legislation is enacted 
to get the state to assume its 
rightful responsibility, more and 
more money is going to be need- 
ed each year to underwrite the 
costs of these services from 
voluntary sources,” he declared. 

Archbishop Ritter presented 
certificates of appreciation to 
Harry W. Chesley Jr., president 
of D’Arcy Advertising Co., and 
John W. Hayward, a partner in 
Reinholdt and Gardner, invest- 


ment firm, for outstanding com- 
munity service. 

Chesley was chairman of the 
1959 United Fund campaign and 
Hayward was president of United 
Fund.

Creative Thinking Ability 


Not Disclosed, Principals 
Are Told. 


Intelligence quotients should 
not be the only criteria for ad- 
mitting children to classes for 
gifted students, a psychologist 
from Hope College, Holland, 
Mich., said here yesterday. 

Robert F. DeHaan told a meet- 
ing of the National Education 
Association’s department of ele- 
mentary school principals at 
Kiel Auditorium that the intelli- 
gence quotient has definite limi- 
tations. 


“Knowing the IQ of a child 
doesn’t tell the teacher or ad- 
ministrator how much creative 
thinking ability a student has,” 
he explained. “It doesn’t tell 
about personality or indicate 
what motivates a child to strive 
harder in his studies.” 


Educators need to devise new 
techniques for spotting the dif- 
ferent talents children possess 
and then follow through with 
courses especially designed to 
develop such talents, DeHaan as- 
serted. 


Care should be exercised in 
using the term “gifted child,” 
DeHaan declared. Some per- 
sons interpret the term to mean 
that a higher premium is 
placed on gifted children as 
compared to average and below 
average children, he added. 


In another speech yesterday, 
Jackson M. Anderson, executive 
secretary of the American Asso- 
ciation for Health, Physical Edu- 
cation and Recreation, said one 
of the major problems facing 
Americans is proper use of an 


sure time. 

Anderson noted that some au- 
thorities predict the average 
person in this country will work 
only one out of seven days 100 
years from now. 

Even today, an alarming num- 
ber of young and old persons 
are in a poor state of physical 
fitness because they spend their 
leisure time as spectators rath- 
er than participating in recrea- 
tion programs, he said. 

Mental illness, the nation’s 
second most serious health 
problem, is often suffered by 
persons who do not know how to 
use their leisure time properly, 
Anderson added.

BOSTON, March 29—It is hard 
to believe that the pressure now 
is on the Boston Celtics, who 
have won the first game in bas- 
ketball’s world’s series, but that 
is the way Hawks Coach Easy 
Ed Macauley regards the situa- 
tion.

The Hawks 
were tired in their first game 
here Sunday after a hard series 
with Minneapolis, and we were 
fresh. 


“Our momentum carried us 
over, but it might not play that 
way in the second game.

The Hawks, faced with the 
task of overcoming that first- 
game edge, know what they 
have to do. 

And they will have to do it 
with nine players, and possibly 
eight. Because of injuries that 
have sidelined-Dugie Martin and 
Jack MaMahon, the Hawks have 
just nine men available and 
Larry Foust’s bruised heel has 
made him a doubtful replace- 
ment for Clyde Lovellette. 

The Hawks have been behind 
previously—they were trailing 
Minneapolis, three games to two, 
and then won the Western final 
playoff, four games to three, 
with a thrilling victory Saturday 
afternoon at Washington Univer- 
sity’s Field House. 

Although the Celtics will be 
favored by 10 or 11 points to- 
night, the Hawks feel they have 
a fighting chance.

Whitey Off Balance 


Whitey Harris, who recently 
returned from a two-week stay 
in England where he helped in- 
troduce American-style bowl- 
ing, had many new experiences 
on his job. He was sent there 
by Brunswick, along with Chi- 
cago professional Paul Krum- 
ske and his wife, to help with 
the opening of a 20-lane estab- 
lishment built by the J. Arthur 
Rank organization. Many of 
the Rank-owned movie houses 
are to be converted to bowling 
lanes in the near future. 


“It was a totally new experi- 
ence, and frankly an exhaust- 
ing one at times,” said Harris, 
the founder and former cap- 
tain of the present Budweiser 
team. ‘The English were 
enormously interested in the 
game, but they had virtually 
no advance knowledge of it. 
The fundamentals had to be 


explained over and over 
again,” 
The Rank people did a 


thorough job of preparing in- 
formation kits for the press 
and for the public, according 
to Whitey. Booklets pointed 
out the ancient history of the 
sport of bowling, dating in 
some crude forms from early 
Egyptian times. This may 
have been done to convince 
the British that they were not 
just copying the Americans, 
but were taking up the mod- 
ern version of a game that 
was popular with many civil- 
izations. 


There is an almost com- 
plete lack of bowling instruc- 
tors. One tenpin establish- 
ment of 14 lanes was opened 
by A.M.F. a few months ago, 
but otherwise the only Ameri- 
can-style bowling alleys in 
England are on United States 
military bases. 


American Air Force person- 
nel who are familiar with bowl- 
ing volunteered to help in- 
struct at the new houses, but 
military policy prohibits air- 
men from accepting pay for 
work done in European coun- 
tries. Free bowling is prob- 
ably the only compensation 
they will be allowed. 


A Brunswick plant in West 
Berlin is manufacturing the 
automatic pinsetting equipment 
and other mechanical equip- 
ment needed. The lanes and 
pins are manufactured in Ire- 
land. Establishing such costly 
plants obviously means that 
the American firms plan to 


spread bowling throughout 
Western Europe. A.M.F. has 
constructed lanes in several 
other nations. 

There were three opening 
ceremonies at the Rank-owned 
place, one for the press, one 
for the lords and ladies and 
another for the public. 


Scores of Problems 

Learning to score is one of 
the toughest problems. Many 
experienced bowlers in the 
United States shy away from 
the scorer’s table because of 
uncertainty, so it is easy to 
imagine the difficulties in a 
nation taking up the sport for 
the first time. 

“On the walls of the estab- 

lishment there are large re- 
productions of a score sheet 
with instructions printed be- 
low,”’ said Whitey. ‘‘Each bowl- 
er is given a pamphlet showing 
how to score and demonstrat- 
ing the proper way to deliver 
the ball.” 

Pictures of the lanes indi- 
cated that they are as modern 
as most of the new American 
houses, with carpeting, elec- 
tric scoreboards, curved 
benches and, of course, auto- 
matic pinsetters. A false ceil- 
ing was erected in the former 
theater to add to the attrac- 
tiveness. 

“When the public was ad- 
mitted, the interest was tre- 
mendous,””. Whitey reported. 
‘‘During the time I was there 
after the opening they were 
averaging 70 lines per day per 
lane. Any St. Louis proprietor 
would be pleased with business 


_ like that. When you consider 


that these people were bowling 
much slower than experienced 
bowlers, it is phenomenal.”’ 

The cost per line is three 
shillings, or 42 cents. This 
may seem high when the aver- 
age English wage is consid- 
ered and the sport may not be 
able to draw from as large a 
proportion of the population as 
in the United States, but there 
are millions of Britons who 
can afford it. 

“One nobleman was watch- 
ing the filled house about 11 
o’clock one night,’’ said 
Whitey. “He turned to me and 
said he was about to admit 
he had been wrong. 

“He said he never would 
have believed that there was 
anything that would get Eng- 
lishmen and their families to 
take part in such an activity 
after 10 o’clock at night. And 
there they were, waiting in 
line for a chance to get on the 
lanes.”

TAX TRL HERE 


The United States Senate to-| 
day approved a resolution which 
will make testimony taken by a 
subcommittee in 1951 available 
in the prosecution of Robert J. 
Blauner and Homer W. Stanhope 
for income tax evasion. 

Blauner and Stanhope, officers 
of American Lithofold Corp., are 
on trial in United States District 
Court here. The trial is sched- 
uled to be resumed tomorrow. 

The Senate resolution, present- 
ed by Senator John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, provided that 
testimony given in 1951 by Blau- 
ner, company president, may be 
introduced as trial evidence. It 
also will permit committee staff 
members to testify at the trial. 

“The Department of Justice 
feels that the testimony of R. J. 
Blauner, together with other 
matters in the possession of this 
subcommittee, will be of assist- 
ance to the Government in the 
proper presentation of this case,”’ 
McCellan said. 


Influence Peddling Inquiry. 

The 1951 investigation, which 
was touched off by a Post-Dis- 
patch inquiry into influence ped- 
dling, was made by a subcom- 
mittee of the Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Executive 
Branch of Government. The sub- 
committee developed into the 
Committee on Government Oper- 
ations, now headed by McCellan. 

The subcommittee heard testi- 
mony that American Lithofold 
obtained $565,000 in Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation loans 
after William M. Boyle Jr., 
chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, and other 
Democrats used political pres- 
sure on RFC members. 


The trial was adjourned early 
today following a long confer- 
ence in the chamber of United 
States District Judge Roy W. 
Harper. The judge explained that 
the delay was a move to expe- 
dite the case. 


In his opening statement yes- 
terday, William C. Dale, assist- 
ant United States attorney, told 
a jury that Blauner and Stan- 
hope entered into a complicated 
scheme to evade “more than 
$150,000" in taxes. 

The first witness, Martin L. 
Webb of the Internal Revenue 
Service, identified a 1951 income 
tax return which was signed by 
Stanhope, secretary and comp- 
troller, on behalf of the com- 
pany. It showed a corporate in- 
come of $357,650, on which taxes 
amounting to $235,577 were paid. 

The Government charges that 
the net income for 1951 should 
have been $593,127, on which 
$406,698 was due. 

Says 3 Are Involved. 

The case is “difficult and con- 
fusing,” Dale said, and involves 
a conspiracy by three persons. 
In addition to Stanhope and 
Robert J. Blauner, president of 
the company, Dale named 
Blauner’s son, Robert A., a 
former vice president. 

Robert A. Blauner was named 
in the indictment, but was not 
served because he is reported 
to be living in Cuba. 

The conspiracy was furthered, 
Dale said, by “hidden payments 
to a fictitious corporation’ and 
by payment of large sums of 
personal expenditures on behalf 
of the Blauners. 

The Government will show, 
Dale said, that the younger 
Blauner went to Cuba to avoid 
taxes. While there, he continued, 
Blauner was given a $36,000- 
a-year drawing account and a 
salary of $50,000 a year in 1951 
as a salesman. 

The entire company sales in 
Cuba in 1951, Dale said, amount- 
ed to only $378. 

Roberts P. Elam, attorney for 
Robert J. Blauner, said in his 
opening statement that Robert 
A. Blauner went to Cuba pri- 
marily because of domestic diffi- 
culties. His wife obtained a di- 
vorce in 1951. Blauner also pro- 
moted company business in 
Cuba, the defense counsel added. 

The business in Cuba was a 
failure, Elam conceded, but 
Blauner’s expenses actually were 
incurred. 

Big Florida Expense. 

Both Blauners also incurred 
large expenses promoting 
company in Florida, Elam said. 
The company paid R. J. Blauner 
$27,000 in 1951 for promoting 
good will in Florida and paid 
$42,000 to R. A. Blauner for the 
same purpose, the attorney said. 

Elam said the company did 
not conceal any of its income 
and meticulously recorded every 
one of its transactions. He de- 
nied any intent to defraud.

WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
~—Net new orders for metal cut- 
ting type machine tools for 
February amounted to an esti- 
mated. $48,400,000, the National 
Machine Tool Builders Associa- 
tion reported.

Big Rise in Consumer Credit 


Discussed at

Economists Say Selective Controls Are 
Not Considered Necessary to Obtain 
Reasonable Stability.

The growth in use of consumer 
credit will refiect the increase in 
the number of families and their 
ability to carry additional debt 
as a result of higher incomes. 
The largest part of the growth 
will be in younger families, who 
are the best customers for major 
durable goods and who are most 
frequently in need of credit. 


The present value of consumer 
durable goods, after allowance 
for depreciation, is estimated at 
more than 200 billion dollars. Fi- 
nancing this type of wealth ac- 
cumulation is the basic function 
of consumer credit, Gies said. 


There are no compelling rea- 
sons for adding selective con- 
trols on consumer credit to the 
existing general credit controls, 
two economists said. They were 
Carl T. Arlt, assistant vice pres- 
ident of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis, and Carl A. 
Dauten, professor of finance and 
banking, Washington University. 


Selective controls would regu- 
late down payments and maturi- 
ties of installment debts. Gener- 
al credit controls are those ex- 
ercised by the Federal Reserve 
System in regulating the money 
supply of the nation. 

The major influence of con- 
sumer credit has been to add 
fuel to booms; it has less often 
been an aggravating factor in re- 
cessions, Arlt said. The decline 
of consumer credit in the first 
three quarters of 1958 was mod- 
erate and credit sales of auto- 
mobiles declined no' more than 
cash sales, he said. In this pe- 
riod, neither lender nor borrow- 
er seemed greatly oppressed by 
the burden of debt. 


There were apparently self- 
limiting tendencies in the nearly 
64-billion rise of consumer cred- 
it in 1955. Unfilled consumer 
needs became less pressing at 
the same time that repayments 
of outstanding debt became 
more burdensome. The increase 
in consumer credit in 1959 was 
about as large as in 1955, but 
was accomplished without sig- 
nificant lengthening of maturi- 
ties on automobile financing con- 
tracts. Credit sales of automo- 
biles expanded about the same 
rate as cash sales, he said. 


Consumer credit companies 
are responsive to general credit 
controls, Dauten said. With their 
own lending rates often fixed 
by law or competition and their 
borrowing costs rising in times 
of tight money, finance com- 
panies probably are more sensi- 
tive to general credit controls 
than many other kinds of bor- 
rowers.

Pay-T'V Muddle: 


Fear of Unknown 


NEW YORK, March 29. 
I'VE JUST FINISHED READING “To Pay or Not to 
Pay” which is a report on pay-television prepared by Robert 
W. Horton for the Center for the Study of Democratic Insti- 
tutions. This is a disheartening document because it leaves 
so much unexplored. I am 
not accusing Mr. Horton, 
an experienced journalist, 
of leaving it unexplored. 
No one has explored it. 
Most of the opposition to 
pay-TV, Horton points out, 
is based on misinformation 
fed the public by the 
broadcasting industry it- 
self. Never before has the 
Federal Communications 
Commission run into such 
violent opposition, all of it 
fraught with confusion. 
But what Horton does not 
explain is why the broad- 
casting industry is s0 
dead-set against pay-TV. 
I’ve never got anyone in 
the industry, to explain it 
to me either. The best 
I’ve ever managed to get 
out of anyone is that it is 
un-American or “against the American tradition.” 


The opposition, in short, is both violent and ter- 
ribly vague. I’m talking now about the INFORMED 
opposition. That is, the opposition from within the 
industry who should know what they are talking 
about. But don’t. The opposition from the public is 
both vague and frightfully misinformed, much of it 
misinformation fed by TV stations. (Some of the 
malarkey fed the constituents included the idea that 
a TV-hungry fellow could spend up to $5700 a year 
to see programs now provided free and that a child 
could cost his parents something like $700 in a couple 
of evenings of unrestricted watching. This is non- 
sense.) 

The outcry of a deliberately confused public is under- 
standable, if alarming. But what is the industry afraid of? 
My own theory is that it is simply afraid of the unknown. 
The TV industry has a good thing going in sponsored tele- 
vision and it simply doesn’t know what a pay system would 
do for it or to it. 

This is the same sort of opposition that halted the de- 
velopment of television itself. Many leaders of broadcasting 
—including CBS—fought the introduction of commercial tele- 
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JOHN CROSBY 


- vision to the last gasp, fearing it would bankrupt a profitable 


radio network. Well, it bankrupted radio networks, all right, 
but it created thriving television networks which are worth 
roughly 20 times as much. Pay-TV could easily make the 
networks worth 20 times what they’re worth now. But fear 
of the unknown is a terrible thing. 

Horton points out that proponents of pay-TV have cre- 
ated a good deal of the public confusion by simply ignoring 
two very crucial points: Will advertising be permitted on 
pay-TV (it most definitely should be prohibited by law); 
how much will it cost the people? On the question of fees, 
a strong FCC—we have not had one in years—should adopt 
a strong line now. Loese talk about charging $2.50 for a 
ball game or $3.50 for a Broadway play is utterly ridiculous. 
Not even “Gone With the Wind” should cost more than 50 
cents for the whole family. After all, there are 50,000,000 
TV sets in this country and a strong attraction like ‘Gone 
With the Wind” could get two thirds of them, earning 
$16,500,000 in a night. It took “Gone With the Wind,” one 
of the greatest money makers of all time, a year to earn 
that much money. 

Most TV attractions should cost pennies, nickels and 
dimes. No more, and by law. But apparently these things 
have never been discussed because proponents of pay-TV 
are greedy and don’t want to commit themselves. Opponents 
of pay-TV are muddying the water by making pay-TV sound 
hideously expensive in return for what the public gets now 
“for nothing.”’ 

One thing has never been discussed and I propose 
to discuss it right now. If we get pay-TV, how much 
should the operators of pay-TV pay for the use of 
public air waves? So far no one has suggested that 
they pay anything. But shouldn’t they? Vast for- 
tunes have been made already by the broadcasters 
grazing for nothing in these public pastures. Are we 
really ready to sit by and watch the emergence of 

a whole new group getting monstrously rich on the 

public domain? 


It is my suggestion that for every dollar of pay-TV 
revenue that comes into the box-office, 50 cents go to the 
Government. This could mean a vast new source of revenue 
for the Government. (And don’t worry. The pay-TV industry 
would get awfully rich anyhow and so would the performers.) 
You might say that 50 per cent is a steep tax. Actually 
it is not a tax at all. It’s rent for public property. Fifty 
per cent is the going rate for the exploitation of a natural 
resource. That’s what the oil companies pay Arabia for 
mulcting the oil from the land. And both the Arabian princes 
and the oil companies are thriving on that percentage. 

In any case, these are two aspects of pay-FV: that ought 
to be discussed. How much do we, the public, pay for it? 
How much do the entrepreneurs pay us back for use of our 
valuable natural resource? Neither of these questions has 
ever been discussed, which is one of the reasons for the 
confusion sarrounding pay-TV.

Furniture Shopping Proves 
To American Housewife, Survey Shows 


By Edward Kitch 


CHICAGO, March 29 (AP) 

A WOMAN is sure of herself 
when it comes to cooking or buy- 
ing a hat, but furniture frus- 
trates her. 

A sample survey of 400 house- 
wives by Pierre Martineau, man- 
ager in the research and mar- 
keting bureau of the Chicago 
Tribune, shows furnishing her 
home leaves a woman in a 
quandary. 

“The purchase of furniture is 
continually delayed by the home- 
maker because she views the 
furniture shopping situation as a 
potential threat to her ego,” he 
said. 


Martineau and his staff 
sought to solve the secrets of 
a woman’s thinking when she 
looks for furniture. 

“Why,” they asked, “does a 
person or family take a trip to 
Europe, buy a car every two 
or three years and yet their 
furniture is 25 years old?” 

Making the selection and 
finding a theme for furnishing 
her home fills her with anxiety, 
the survey found. 


As a result, furniture shopping 
is continually delayed. Through- 
out life, people find reasons for 
putting off purchases. Three out 
of four persons give one of the 
following reasons: 

“We can’t afford it” or “We 
don’t need it” or “We'll wait 
until the children get older.”’ 

Martineau believes these rea- 
sons are not valid when com- 
pared with what the average 
family needs and can afford. 


Because they are uncertain 
about what furniture to choose, 
most women tend toward the 
middle of the road in their 
choice of furniture style. 

Most people buy modern be- 
cause their friends have modern, 
and they can feel relatively se- 
cure that it will be accepted. 

Extremes of ultra modern or 
period furniture are avoided 
because they may subject her 
to criticism. 

After making the choice, the 
housewife goes through a period 
when she is not sure she made 
the right choice. In time she 
becomes “used to’ the furni- 


ture but remains somewhat in- 
different to it. 

Newlyweds often feel that 
“this will do until we get on 
our feet,” then they will refur- 
nish, 

During the first four years of 
housekeeping, only 15 per cent 
of the howsewives considered 
durability as a factor in fur- 
niture purchases. During the 
fifth and ninth years 32 per 
cent said durability was an im- 
portant consideration. 


A woman hesitates to call in 
outside help of an interior deco- 
rator. She says in so doing that 
she can’t afford to do what she 
believes a decorator would want 
to do. 

But Martineau suspects that 
she declines this aid because she 
fears she will be admitting her 
own failure. 

Instead, she likes to dream a 
Cinderella dream of how she 
would like to furnish her home 
by looking at homemaking mag- 
azines. 

Furniture is seen as an aes- 
thetic good.

STATISTICS show that women 
grow taller with each genera- 
tion, but you wouldn’t know it 
from the newest size trend.

Fight to Save Homes 


LOS ANGELES, Calif.,, March 29. 

I HAVE JUST RECEIVED information from the East 
Side neighborhood group in New York which is fighting the 
demolition of a block of historic brownstone houses located on 
Second avenue between Nineteenth and Twentieth streets. 
Their problem is one with which middle-income apartment 
dwellers everywhere can readily sympathize. 


In New York’s current building boom it is natural, 
suppose, that Second Avenue should now be coveted 
those whe want to build luxury apartment houses 
will rent at a higher rate than the old-fashioned 
Florida flats.” But these tenants are putting up a 
fight because their apartments, while old-fashioned, 
still provide good housing for their families and should 
not, as they feel, be destroyed. 


People in this middle-income group do deserve some con- 
sideration. The Florida Flats’ Tenants Council’s attorney 
thinks they have some good legal points on which to base their 
case. There will be pew zoning laws in force in 1961 and the 
new luxury apartment building would violate these future 
laws. 
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It seems to me that there would be great sympathy 
among the average public for people in this situation. 
They live in New York City to be near their work, and 
it is understandable that the rent commission hearing 
attended by 30 members of the tenant association, ac- 


cording to the New York Times, was “ .” If you 
were trying to preserve your home, I think you would 
be noisy, too. Certainly I have great sympathy with 
the tenants and hope they will find e h legal points 


so they can stay where they are. . 3 /

ANYBODY who has attended 
the annual Gridiron dinner giv- 
en under the auspices of the 
Women’s Advertising Club and 
Luella Sayman, knows beyond 
argument that American women 
dress for other women. How 
many new gowns are bought for 
tnat occasion, how many acces- 
sories, and what carloads of 
orchids! Not to mention the 
agonies every woman has en- 
dured in the cause of what is 
known as “good grooming.” 
Each woman knows that she has 
to face the critical and all-see- 
ing eyes of hundreds of other 
perfectionists. The resulting as- 
semblage is an impressive spec- 
tacle. 


I have said in this column 
that Americans were the only 
women who dressed for other 
women. It seems that I was 
only half right, which is just 
as bad as being only “half 
safe.” For Jacques Withelm,

‘This old rag? At last you notice 
it? When it’s worn out and out 
of style, and I’m sick of it?’” 

I couldn’t argue the point, for 
in the new biography of the late 
Queen Mary of England, James 
Pope Hennessy explains that the 
old-fashioned gowns and the 
toque she wore perched on top 
of her coiffure were her conces- 
sion to King George’s taste. It 
was not her idea of fashion; it 
was simply that the King dis- 
liked change, and insisted that 
she always look the same. 

I suppose the difference is fun- 
damental: men are creatures of 
habit, and women love variety. 
In every household there is a 
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perpetual conflict over the wife's 
attempt to get rid of her hus- 
band’s disgraceful old clothes. 
Both sexes would do well to 
compromise on the moderation 
of Alexander Pope’s advice: 
In words, as in fashions, 
the same rule will hold. 
Be not the first by whom the 
new are tried 
Nor yet the last to lay the 
old aside. 
Unfortunately women like to 
be the first to try the new, so
